Note:  Martin  Guillaume  Biennais  (op.  1790-1832)  was  already 
executing  work  for  Napoleon  Bonaparte  in  1798,  and  became  official 
goldsmith  to  the  Emperor,  being  entrusted  in  1804  with  the  manufacture 
of  the  Imperial  insignia  for  the  Coronation ;  much  of  his  fine  work  was 
executed  after  the  designs  of  Percier  and  Prud'hon,  and  he  made  toilette 
garnitures,  tea  and  coffee  services,  and  writing  cabinets  for  almost  all 
the  members  of  the  Imperial  family,  including  Napoleon,  Marie  Louise, 
Queen  Caroline  of  Naples,  and  Queen  Hortense  of  Holland.  The  present 
cabinet  was  a  gift  from  the  Queen  to  the  King  of  Westphalia.
